Moore was condemned to pay the

Curlotitles In Fossil Beds. 

The fossil beds of the west that have 
fumiahed such wonderful specimens 
of gigantic animals of former agaa. 
such as, for instance, (he dtplodoctia, 
raplicaa of which have recently been 
placed on exhibition In several of the 
great Ruropean museunii>. sometimes 
yield fossils, which If not so large aa 
tha great saurian uicti'ioned above,, 
are nevcrtheleaa of paramount inter- 
aat to men of aclenca. During tha 
summer of 1909 the remains of sev- 
eral fossil turtles ware collected by 
members of the Tnlted States geo- 
logical aurvey, and from a htudy of 
these Prof. O. P Hay ban been able to 
describe eight new species of fossil 
turtles from weat of th.* one hundredth 
marldlaa.

Tte Rhine River Ir (pilte like our 
Hudson in many respertH.

I have never yet seen him throw 
away a young plant of any deaerlption. 
fie merely tranaplanta them, and I do 
not t>elleve It an exaggeration to aay 
that nlnetenths of the plants sur- 
vive and flourish, for he Is aurely n 
past master In the art — tav II fa an 
art--of transplanting. 

For example, when liU lettuce 
planta grow to about the height of 
two Inches, he thins out 'he bed and 
clipping off about an ini h of the root 
tip of each plant he pulls up, he re- 
plants In long rows, and the trans 
planted lettuce makes a more rapid 
and larger growth than the planta 
which he has left undlHturbe<I 

The repl.Tnled. or rather trans 
planted lettuce with Its clipped roo«a, 
growB to such enormoua heads that 
at a short distance they realad one 
of thrifty cabbage rows. 

He never uproots the head lettuce 
he markets. Instead he leaves the 
stalka in the ground and assiduously 
waters and cultivates them where- 
upon they produce another head In 
about half the timo required for the 
first head to reach a marketable sUe 
His beet plants are transplanted 
with rllpped roota In precisely the 
same manner aa the lettuce. 

nil onions, which are Invariably 
it.irtAd from the seed (he refuses to 
use 8ets>. are transplanted after hav- 
ing their roota clipped aad grow to be 
larger In rircumfaraaea thaa the or- 
dinary saucer. 

He also l>ehendi his cabbage, leav- 
ing the italk to grow He ruts slight 
nicks or gashes In the growing stalk, 
which watered and tended produces 
a aecond growth that are In appear- 
ance fair Imitations of briisaeia 
sprouts and quite as good to eat. 

His faith In the forcing powers of 
warm water la sublime. I have known 
him to beat water for his radishes 
ta the chill days of spring, testing 
Ha temperature aa carefully aa If pre- 
paring a baby's bath. 

He Is eqtially expert In rooting rose 
euttlngs. This he does during the en 
tire year, but he eonilder'i August 
the most auipicloiin month, though t 
doubt If ho could clve a reaaon for 
thIn'King po. 

Tie plsnci his cuttings by thrusting 
hts ri>adn oni-e deep In (he soil. Ho 
then slips tho cutting in the opening 
Iraws out the 5pade. proases the 
nartb down drmly aad tha cutttag to

Then there muat b« obtained uo- 
leavened bread, bitter herba, wine, aad 
a paachal lamb, which muat be alaln 
tn the temple between three and five 
o'clock, aad cooked la a private bome.
